The Republican Nominations for
Congress, Sheriff, Register of

Thirty-two of the sixty Republican conven- |

tions to be held during to-day and to-night
organized in varlous parts of the city at 10
o'clock this morning, for the purpose of nomi-
natirg candidates for Congress, the Judigiary,
Bheriff, Register of Wills, City Commissioner,
Prothonotary of the Court of Common Pleas,
Recelver of Taxes, State Legislature, and City
RBurveyors in the Becond, Third, and Fourth
districts. As usual , around all these places
were congregated a mass of politiclans directly
interested In the result of the meetings. It
would be useless to say that there was intense
excitement, as the canvass which ends with the

ominations bas been the most heated one that
s taken place in the city for many yvenrs.
from dozeuns of candidates for each position
the number has gradually dwindled to a few,
each of whom has exhaunsted every cifort to be
the successful man. The conventlons promisge
tu be delayed in effecting n permanent organi-
zation, from the fact that thers were numerous
cases of conlested seats, resuliing from the close
character of the vole cast last night at the dele-
gate elections, in which our cltizens seemed to
manifest great interest. The vote polled was
indeed a heavy one, and insome of the precinets
it was found lmpossible to get all in. This was
particularly the case in the divisious in which
the colored voters are thickly settled. From a
few hundred votes, in some Instances, the num-
ber last night swelled beyond any herctofore
cast at any regular election. It was the first
oceaslon  that the colored  population
bave had the right of franchise,
and they all to a man availed
themselves of the opportunity. They behaved
themselves orderly, and showed no disposition
to create & disturbance. Their conduct on this
occasion argues a quiet and peaceable day in
October next, unless they are incited to riot by
the men who do the wholesale voting
for the Democracy. However, numbers
of them manifested their interest in the result
by being among the spectators on the outside of
the halls. The greatest excltement centred
around the Bheriff's Convention, at National
Hall, the Reglster of Wills' Conventioh, at Wash-
ington Hall, and the S8econd, Third, and Fourth
Congressional Conventions, especinlly at the
latter, upon the result of which depends the
running of an independent candidate.

Below we give full reports of the proceedings
of the City, County, and Congresslonal Conven-
tions, and the result of the deliberations of the
conclaves in the different Legislative and Bur-
veyors' distriets.

CONGRESS.

THE SHERIFFALTY,

Assembling of the Conventlon at Natlennl Hall,

The chlef political centre of the day was at
National Hall. Here it was that the convention to
nominate a candidate for Sherltt was held, The
flevce tight for this high oMoe produced at this as-
gemblage seenes of confusion and excitement, It
w a8 known that the Walton delegates were inimical
to the Bingham party, and the latter just as deter-
minedly opposed the former. In the event of their
being no show of success to either of these promi-
nent candidates, (t was confldently asserted that the
forces wounld join hands and voices In favor of
General Bingham or Alderman Massey., At 10
o'clock the great erowd of delegates, with a slight
mixture of the colored element, entared,

Three Tomporary Ubalrmen at Once.

In a twinkling, David Lane, the Walton representa-
tive, jumped upon the stage, and was directly nomi-
na for temporary chalrman, The nomination was
ratified by a portion of the delegates. Mr, Lane
had not tapped the table more than twice with a

avel which he drew from his pocket, when Wil-
rlam Ellfott, & representative of the Blnghtmm party,
was declared temporary cheirman, and he jumped
upon the stage, followed by H. H. K. Elliott, who
was pressed for the chalrmanship by the ey
delegates,

A Struggle for the Gavel.

A seene of grest excitement followed, The strug-
,:lu for the gavel was hotly w . It was snatched
rom Lape’s hands by the Berryites, and in a
moment It was forelbly tramsferred to Elllott, the
Bingham party man. A hundred delegates crowded
upon the stage, and a scene of the wildest confusion
directly ensued. The desk was overtarned, and the
stage chandeliers were wrenohed from Lllefr plaoes,
0 sooner had the desk been re&lmd. and Wil-
liam Elllott mounted it to dealare the names of the
secretaries, than Laope rushed upon him, snatching
for the mallet. In the contention which followed,
Elilott and Lane, and & dozea-of del who were
hotly ?reumg them on either side, were threwn
from the stage upon the floor, & distance of six feet,
Elllott, with remarkable alacrisy, regained the staze,
but to find the back of his coat rip to the collar.
Stripping himself of the garment, he again stepped
upon the desk, and in 4 momentary calin announced
Dr. Orowell and Isaac McDride a8 the temporary
gecretaries, and thus spoke:—

Speech of William Ellletr.

W] desire to say that if it e the desire of the con-
vention that I shikll not preside es the temporary or-
ganizer, I will witharaw. I tell you that it ia for the
interest of the Republican iy shat these scencs
of disorder should cease, Those who want me for
Lenporary organizer say ‘aye.'”

The Fight Heaumed.

A roar in the afMrmative wag followed by an
equally loud roar in the negative, and the tight on
the stage was agaln resumed, durlag which tne re-
porters’ desks were overturned, and the Knights of
the guill themselves forced, for safety’'s sake, into
the stage boxes. Duripg this melee Lane's hat was
smashed, and that gentleman was selsed by the arms
and lege and dragged to the edge of the stage, the
intention, undoubtedly, lwlnf to force him off.
Happlly hils progress off the platform was stopped
by one of the chandeliers, which had been replaced,
e stroggled out of the hands of his captors, and
Jumping upon & beuch, oried out :—

“As temporary chalrman of this comvention, I
nominate John W, Sayres and Joun Tkomson for
Bevretaried, and [ waul to say"—

Cries of “Pat him out,” ‘*“Ihrow him off the stage,”
etc., and an uproarions hoolng drowmed to the
reportera’ ears whatever else he sald,

The Bingham Party Triumphant,

The Bingham pnrtz men then cleared the atage,
forcing off Lane and his adherents in o twinkling,
Thus the former proved triumphant, and Chelrman
Willlam Elliott waved the baton of power with an
unchallenged though not undisputed right,

Hethen announced that he would call the pre-
ginots of the several wards in numerical order, in
order that the delegates might regolarly present
thelr credentiala,

In consequence of the great confusion in the hall
and the Jarge number of persons n it not entitled
to the privilege of the foor, it was found impracti-
cable proceed untll the ball had been clearsd.
